SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. %.—The 
opening of the general convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church at 
Trinity Church on Wednesday morn- 
ing. October 2. is entailing a vast 
amount of work among the delegates 
to the convention and the Episcopal 
clergy and laiety of this city. 

Both the House of Bishops and the 
House of Deputies will organize 
Wednesday morning. In the House of 
Bishops there will be about eighty 
bishops. It is thought likely that the 
chairman of the last general conven- 
tion, Bishop William C. Doane of Al- 
pany, N. V. be chosen again, the 
House of Bishops having the right to 
elect ite own chairman. 

The House of Deputies is much larger 
than the House of Bishops, being com- 
posed of four clergymen and four lay- 
men from each diocese and one clergy- 
man and one layman from each mis- 
sionary jurisdiction, making in all 
about four hundred members. 

There are a great many matters of 
irfterest to come before the convention. 
One of them is the question of a pro- 
vincial em. The territory of the 
United States is so large that the ques- 
tion of whether it is advisable to di- 
vide it up into provinces for the pur- 
poses of the convention or not will be 
discussed. * 

Another matter of interest is that of 
the marginal readings of the Bible. and 
two very important questions have to 
do with the reorganization of the mis- 
sionery board and the canon on di- 
vorce. The Episcopal Church has al- 
ways been ovposed to divorce, and has 
a canon in express reference to it. 

There will be a tremendous gathering 
of missionary forces of the church here. 
Of the specially interesting features is 
the presentation of the money accumu- 
lated by the Women's Auxiliary to the 
Board of Missions for the last three 
years. At the last triennial convention 
this sum amounted to $89,000. It is ex- 
pected that as much as $100,000 will be 
forthcoming this year.

TERRIBLE PROPORTIONS.

Empress Dowager Presides in the 
Gruel Kitchens and Helps Feed the 
Naked and Starving Refugees—Rice 
Is Now Bringing Ten Times Its Nor- 
mal Value. 


TACOMA, Sept. 30.—[Exclusive Die- 
patch.] The famine situation in Shan- 
Si province has become more serious 
than ever, according to Chinese ad- 
vices received today. At the Chinese 
court at Hsian-Fu, seventy-two kitch- 
ens have been preparing millet daily 
for six weeks. The Empress Dowager 
visits the gruel kitchens almost dulv. 
and on several occasions has assisted 
in serving soup to the naked and 
starving refugees. So anxious ‘is she 
that relief be -adminstered honestly 
that she has beheaded two officials 
found gulity of dishonesty. She has 
become very popular with the people 
of Shan-Si, because the presence of 
the court has compelled the abolition of 
the restriction that grain cannot be 
imported from other provinces. Rice 
is being brought in from Hunan, Hu- 
peh and Sze-Huan in regular ship- 
ments, though the price is ten times 
the normal value. 

Rain fell late in August, but not 2 
per cent. of the land has been planted, 
for lack of both animals and feed. 
This means the continuance of the de- 
struction until the early crops can be 
grown next spring. Famine fever is 
raging. Late estimates indicate that 
not less than 200,000 people will have 
died of starvation and fever in Shan-Si

Ship Iroquois Reaches New York 
Dismasted and Dismantied by Brace 


of Pacific Hurricanes, 

(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
' NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—The Ameri- 
can clipper ship Iroquois arrived in 
Port this afternoon from San Fran- 
cisco dismasted and with considerable 
damage about her deeks caused by her 
encounter with a hurricane in the 
North Atlantic. 

Captain Thompson reported that on 
September 19, in lat. 18.50, north, long. 
53 west, the weather became very 
threatening. accompanied by hurricane 
squalis. At 6 a. m. the ship was 
struck by a terrific squall which car- 
ried away the mizzen mast about 
twenty feet from the deck. The fall- 
ing spars carried away the main top- 
mast head, and the spars and rigging 
came tumbling on deck, smashing the 
port life beat, the port side and rail 
of the afterhouse, and doing consider- 
able damage about the decks. None of 
the crew were injured. The vessel was 
hove to and the decks cleared of wreck- 
age, when she proceeded on her course. 
All went well until September 26, when 
the ship ran into a violent hurricane, 
blowing with great fury for two days. 
Capt. Thompson was again obliged to 
heave to for thirty-eight hours and 
lost his mein lower topsail and stay- 
sail. On the 27th the ship resumed the 
voyage, carrying a strong breeze up

Old British Hulk in Lake Champlain 


After More Than a Century. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.1 

BENNINGTON (¥+t.) Sept. 30.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.}] Ten thousand Eng- 
lish sovereigns, after lying nearly @ 
century and a quarter in the old hulk 
at the bottom of East Bay, Lake 
Champlain, have been recovered. For 
many years there has been a tradition 
that at the bottom of Hast Bay was 
a sun boat containing a large 
amount of English gold, with which it 
was intended to pay off the British 
troops in 1777. The vessel was attacked 
by Americans, scuttled and the crew 
killed. 

During the high water last spring 
the current was so strong that a part 
of the accumulations over the hull was 
washed away, and a portion of the 
sloop exposed to view. A local civil 
engineer, with thirty men, changed 
the course of the stream, and with 
dynamite broke up the hull. The old 
iron chest in the captain's room con- 
tained 10,000 sovereigns.

Her letter says Miss 
Stone had been holding her usual sum- 
mer schoo! for Bible workers in Bans- 
ko, Macedonia. 0 September 3 a 
party consisting of six students from 
the collegiate institute at Samokov, 
three or four Bulgarian teachers, Mr. 
and Mrs. Tsilka—who had spent sev- 
eral years in America—Mrs. Ooshera 
and Miss Stone, started for Djuma, 
twelve hours’ travel. From there they 
were to go to their different homes. 

At about half-past 4 o’clock that 
afternoon, as they were resting in the 
mountains, Miss Stoneand Mrs. Tsilka 
being on horseback and the rest on 
foot, they were surrounded by thirty or 
forty armed men. „ men were 
dressed in Turkish costume, but were 
either masked or blackened. They or- 
dered the party to march. and drove 
them up the steep mountain side. Miss 
Stone told the boys they were taking 
them away from the road to rob and 
perhaps kill them. She did not speak 
of capture, as it is almost unheard of 
for brigands to take women. 

After going an hour's distance the 
brigands stopped and demanded their 
money. They took what gold they had, 
but returned the silver. When this

FILING LAW. 


It Is Much in Need of 
Amendment. 
Used to Acquire Land 

Fraudulently. 


The Law Should Be Made to 
App to Arid Lands and 
Prevent Perjury.

The Commirsioner of the Land or- 
fice, in his annual report which will 
be published next month, will call at- 
tention in a spirit of congratulation to 
the enormous number of homestead fil- 
ings recorded in the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1901. He will show that dur- 
ing that year there were 68,648 original 
homestead entries, covering 9,497,275 
acres of land, this being an increase 
of about 10 per cent. over the number 
of filings in any year since the en- 
actment of the homestead law in 1962. 
The commissioner wil! also show that 
about three thousand homesteads, cov; 
ering about four hundred ‘thousand 
acres of land, were commuted during 
the past year. The government re 
ceived for these commuted homestea’s 
over $500,000 in cash, which, viewed 
from a narrow business standpoint, 
might be said to be satisfactory, but 
when considered in the light of the 
real intentions of the government, the 
purpose of the law. the morality of 
the communitics in which these home- 
steads are secured, and the welfare 
of the States and Territories in which 
they are established. it is a most un- 
desirable showing. During the year 
1901 the originai homestead entries, 
final proofs ana commuted homesteads 
amounted to 111,380 entries, covering 
15,455,057 acres, or more land than bas 
been segregated from thé public do- 
main in any one year since the foun- 
dation of this government.

BURBANK. “The Only Way” was 
given a most t and painstaking 
presentat by thé Frawley Company 
at the Bufbank on Sunday night. This 
play, made famous in England by Mar- 
tin Harvey and in this country by 
Hienry Miller, may perhaps be best 
characterized by the word unusual. Its 
beauties, which are many, are singular. 
It is throughout a most interesting 
study. It follows the lines of Dickens's 
story fairly closely. It is effective in its 
scenes from the prologue to the final 
act. Notwithstanding, the prologue 
might be cut a little, to advantage. In 
the present production it becomes tire- 
some. It would be unbearably so, but 
for the strenuous acting of Harrington 
Reynolds as Jean Defarge. The dying 
peasant in this tense scene is given a 
vivid though rather uneven portrayal. 
The Marquis as played by Frank Ma- 
thieu, mever seems to he a real person 
for a moment. The callous, polished 
French gentieman iw Mr. Mathieu's 
hands becomes a rather cheap melo- 
dramatic villain in stage trappings. 
The lack of repose is what principally 
spoils Mr. Mathieu's Marquis. The ef- 
fort to be villainous is so noticeable. 
Perpetual motion and much laughter 
are unsatisfactory means to employ in 
the creation of conscienceless aristo- 
era ts. 
| In the play proper, Frank Mathieu 

reappears as the self-deposed heir of 
the Marquis, living in England as 
Charles Darnay.

while faithfully portraying the earthy 
vide of Carton's character, he fails en- 
tirely to grasp its grander possibilities. 

As Ernest Defarge, the relentless son 
of vengeance,’ Harrington Reynolds 
gives a strong, concise and convincing 
characterization. H. 8. Duffield is en- 
tirely successful as the old doctor.

Lucie Mannette is played by Mary 
Van Buren.

Throughout the play there is an 
atmosphere of presentment, almost of 
mysticism. The shadow of pending 
tragedy hangs low and dark over the 
lives of the principal characters. With 
a certain spiritual insight, Lucie, 
Mimi, Carton, Darnay, are all con- 
scious that the great web of destiny 
has them in its meshes. This point is 
accentuated in the play far more than 
in the book. It should be always felt; 
it should be dimly, artistically percep- 
tible from the rising of the curtain un- 
til Carton mounts the steps of the guil- 
lotine. In the present production the 
foreboding shades are dealt with in a 
very bald and inartistic way; for the 
most part, entirely ignored, or dragged 
in by the heels whenever the dramatist 
makes actual mention of them. ‘The 
Only Way” is a composition in the 
minor, key, but it is played by 
Frawleys in the major. For this topsy- 
turvyiem Mies Van Puren's Lucie is 
principally responsible.

“Pests in New Zealand,” said the 
speaker, “mean large land owners and 
millionaires, whom it is the policy of 
the country to exterminate. The key- 
note of New Zealand is to end mil- 
lionairism and pauperism. 

“New Zealand, the youngest of na- 
tions, when half a century old, in 1690, 
was clutched tight in the grasp of mo- 
nopoly. The monoply of lagd, of money 
and of credit united to e the gov- 
ernment a government of monopoly for 
monopolists. At that time the best ele- 
ment of the people removed, and there 
was a great strike. It was against the 
maritime interests, was largely a sym- 
pathetic strike, and was called the 
maritime strike. It failed disastrously. 

“New Zealand is not a workingman’'s 
country, but an agricultural country. 
The strike of 1890 was the turning 
point in its history. The government 
strongly favered the employers. All 
classes took the defeat of the working- 
men to heart and at the next election 
the Conservative party was defeated, 
never again to be restored to power.” 

The speaker then continued a brief 
history of the growth and development 
of the country, telling of its abolishing 
the system-_of public works by contract, 
the revision of the system of taxation 
and the resumption by the government 
of monopolized land. 

By this latter system the government 
leased large tracts of land for 999 years 
and let it out to people to prevent die- 
ness. In this way the government - 
sumed the responsibilities of an em- 
ployment agency. 

“In six years,” he continued, “there 
has not been a strike in New Zealand. 
This is on account of the compulsory 
arbitration law.” 

The speaker went into a lengthy de- 
scription of the compulsory arbitration 
law, and touched briefly on woman's 
suffrage in New Zealand. In closing. 
he spoke of the old age pension law and 
the manner of awarding the pensions.

her way to fame and fortune, for in 
these days the seeker of fame and for- 
tune is as often a woman as a man. 

This is what the strenuous Roosevelt 
advised the wavering young lawyer to 


do: “If I were you I would hang out 
my shingle end get a case. don’t 
care how you get tt. Your o wits 


ought te find one case at least which 
no other lawyer has. I wouldn't take 
a justice shop case, either. I'd find a 
case that was right up in the regular 
courts end which” possessé@ some 
merit. I wouldn't take it for nothing, 
either. or on a contingency. I would 
have a decent fee attached to it. In 
other words, I would have as many 
respectable features attached to the 
case es possible under the circum- 
stances. 

“Having got that case,” continued 
Roosevelt, “I would try it as if it 
were the last case Il ever expected to 
have or which would ever be in the 
courts. I would not make a nuisance 
of myself. You enough to avoid 
that, but you can so insistent that 
you will win the respect of every one 
who, in any way. comes Into connection 
with the trial. Put all of yourself in 
the case. Get every side of it. and 
above all things hammer it into your 
client by the force of your actions that 
your integrity ts above reproach. 

“When you get done with that case 

ou will have a reputation that many 

wyers devote years in other ways 
trying to obtain. You will find. that 
a second cage is certain to to 
you, whether you lose or win the first 


one.

AERIAL NAVIGATION. 

Another Inventor Claims to Have 

Solved the Problem—His Machine 

Imitates he Flight of Birds. 

{Cleveland Plain Dealer: ] There is a 
widely expressed belief among scien- 
tists that the problem of aerial naviga- 
tion will never be solved until the 
gas balloon is eliminated and the air- 
ship becomes a flying machine pure and 
simple. 

Sir Hiram Maxim has made note- 
worthy progress toward the construc- 
tion of such a machine, but he has not 
et attained success, says the London 

xpress. An English inventor, T. 
Hugh Bastin of High street, Clapham, 
3. . claims to have gone far ahead 
of Sir Hiram in this direction. He has 

nt many years in perfecting his 
ideas of a practical airship, and to a 
representative who interviewed him 
yosterday he expressed himself as con- 
fident that he had solved the secret. 

Asked if he could show an improve- 
ment in the matter of aerial naviga- 
tion — What has already been done. 

said: 

“Most decidedly, for the simple rea- 
son that most of those who have at- 
tempted to solve the oblem of n- 
trolled mechanical flight have confined 
themselves to balloons and aeroplanes 
driven by propellers, while they have 
neglected, or have been unable co 
‘Nature’s only method’ of controll 
flight, viz.. the use of actus! wings. 

“You see he continued, “they have, 
in my humble opinion, started their 
experiments on the wrong basis. It is 
one thing to experiment on steerable 
balloons—cumbersome things at any 
time—or to construct gigantic kites, 
which ‘aeroplanes’ driven by propel- 
lers really are; but quite another thing 
to be able to construct a machine ca- 
pable of properly controlled wing move- 
men

A New Chemical. 


‘The first milestone on the journey 
toward bloodless surgery has been 
reached. Its name is adrenalin, that 
being the title of a chemical composi- 
tion recently discovered by Dr. Jokichi 
Takamine, a well known and highly 
educated Japanese, who is connected 
with a chemical house that has a local 
office in this city. Adrenalin is to medi- 
cine what liquid air is to science, the 
only difference being that the chemical 
is under complete control, with unlim- 
ited possibilities before it. 

By the local application of adrenalin, 
in solution of one part to 6000, opera- 
tions may be performed on the nose, 
ear and eye without the spilling of a 
drop of blood, Such operations have 
also been performed with adrenalin in 
solution of one part to 10,000. 3 

Thus has it been demonstrated that 
the discovery is the most powerful 
medicine known, and at the same time 
it might be said the most expensive. 
Physicians buy it at $1 a grain, or $7000 


a pound. 

The isolation of the blood pressure 
raising constituent of the suprarenal 
giand is of course the chief virtue of 
adrenalin, and its uses and develop- 
ments along this particular line are 
unlimited. It has also deen ascer- 
tained, however, that adrenalin is a 
most powerful cardiac stimulant, and 
it has been hinted by physicians that 
it may be possible to resuscitate per- 
sons who have died of heart failure. 

Premature childbirth may also be 
made obsolete, as it is said adrenalin 
can be made to revivify the heart of 
the dead child. Work along these lines 
is now being carried forward by Dr. 
Takamine in his laboratory, and before 
another year is gone it may be possible 
to perform amputations without the 
loss of blood, which is so disastrous to 
the patient.—{New York Herald.

The Big Clock at Greenwich. 


The clock in the Greenwich Observ- 
atory is the most important one in 
Europe, for it furnishes correct time 
all over that part of the globe. It is, 
therefore. looked after and, regulated 
with the greatest care and is never ai- 
lowed to get more than one-tenth of a 
second fast or slow. Of course, it is 
impossible to correct so small an er- 
ror by moving the hands, but an elec- 
tro-magnet serves the purpose ad- 
mirably. The magnet is near the pen- 
dulum, which it attracts the least bit 
when the electrical current is turned 
on. The current is so timed that it 
delays the pendulum if the clock is 
fast, or quickens it if the clock is ¢ ow, 
In this way a few thousand swings of 
the pendulum wil! correct the error of 
a tenth of a second.—(Cleveland Plain 
Dealer.
